Haitian parents say 
they gave kids away

CALLEBAS, Haiti Desperate parents in this struggling 
village perched above Haiti’s earthquake-flattened 
capital said they gave their children away willingly 
trusting the American missionaries who promised to 
take them to a better life. 

The stories the villagers told Wednesday contradict 
claims by the Baptist group’s leader that the children 
came from orphanages or were handed over by dis- 
tant relatives. But they also attest to the misery of 
the nation. 

The lo Baptists, most from Idaho, were arrested 
last week trying to take 33 Haitian children across 
the border into the Dominican Republic without the 
required documents, according to Haitian authori- 
ties, who have accused them of child trafficking. 

The Americans are to appear Thursday before a 
prosecutor who will decide whether to file charges 
or release them. Communications Minister Marie- 
Laurence Jocelyn Lassegue told the AP. 

Even Prime Minister Max Bellerive has said he recognizes the 
Americans may simply be well-meaning do-gooders who believed 


their charitable Christian intent justified trying to 
remove the children from quake-crippled Haiti. 

“There is no government in Haiti,” Jorge Puello, 
their lawyer, argued Wednesday by phone from the 
Dominican Republic. 

Standing amid piles of debris that used to be their 
homes and the makeshift shelters of tin and plas- 
tic sheeting that have replaced them, the people 
of Callebas told how they came to surrender their 
children. 

It all began last week when a local orphanage 
worker, fluent in English and acting on behalf of 
the Baptists, convened nearly the entire village 
of 500 people on a dirt soccer field to present the 
Americans’ offer. 

“It’s only because the bus was full that more chil- 
dren didn’t go,” said Melanie Augustin, a 58 -year- 
old who gave her 10 -year-old daughter, Jovin, to the 
Americans. 

In Washington, Secretary of State Hillary Clinton 
said the attempt to bring undocumented children out of Haiti 
was “unfortunate whatever the motivation.”

A California man who killed 
himself and his 9-month-old 
son in an apparent murder- 
suicide left dozens of angry,

The bodies of 25-year-old Stephen Garcia of Pinon 
Hills and his son, Wyatt, were found early Sunday on an 
isolated dirt trail in the San Bernardino Mountains. 

The discovery came after authorities learned that 
Garcia had taken the boy during a court-ordered visit 
and threatened to kill him and commit suicide. 

Authorities were looking into whether a third person 
actually posted the suicide note and collage to Garcia’s 
Facebook account after Garcia prepared the items 
before his death. 

Web cam saves life? 

Watch the sunset, save a life. 

A woman admiring the 
sunset on a tourist webcam 
in northern Germany spotted 
a man who was lost on 
the frozen North Sea and 
probably saved his life by 
alerting authorities, police 
said Wednesday. 

The man had climbed over pack ice off the coast to 
photograph a sunset near the town of St. Peter-Ording, 
then became disoriented on the ice, Husum police 
spokeswoman Kristin Stielow said. 

Unable to locate the beach, the man began using 
his camera to flash for help. That got the attention of a 
woman hundreds of miles away in southern Germany 
who was watching the sunset over the sea on her 
computer. 

Teen auctions virginity oniine 

A New Zealand teenager who says she auctioned her 
virginity online for $32,000 to raise tuition money did 
not break any laws, but it might be risky for her to follow 
through on the deal, police warned Wednesday. 

The anonymous 19-year-old student offered her 
virginity to the highest bidder on ineed.co.nz under the 
name “Unigirl,” saying she would use the money to pay 
for her tuition. She said in a post that more than 30,000 
people had viewed her ad and more than 1,200 had 
made bids before she accepted an offer of more than 
45,000 New Zealand dollars ($32,000 U.S.). 

Unlike similar New Zealand Web sites, bidding and 
correspondence between buyers and sellers on the 
ineed site is private, so it is not known what bids Unigirl’s 
offer received. 

Web site owner Ross McKenzie said the site’s policy 
was that as long as an ad was legal and did not offend 
the general standards of society, “it was OK.” He 
confirmed Unigirl was a member on the site, ap

CTA riders weigh in on potentiaiiy ionger and more crowded commutes

Riders on the No. X49 -Western-Express bus can expect their 
commutes to be at least a few minutes longer should CTA service 
cuts go into effect Sunday 

RedEye found the No. X49 bus was about 3 minutes faster 
than its non-express counterpart, the No. 49 -Western bus, when 
reporters conducted a test ride about 8:15 a.m. Eriday 

On a ride from the Western Blue Line stop on the Near West 
Side to the Western Blue Line stop in Logan Square, the No. 
X49 bus passed the local bus nearly a mile into the trip. It took 
14 minutes, 50 seconds to reach the final destination, which was 
about 3 minutes, 5 seconds faster than the No. 49 bus. 

The experiment provided a snapshot of what express riders on 
Western Avenue and some other routes can expect if proposed 
CTA service cuts go through Sunday as part of a move to cut service 
and save on costs including union employee salaries: More crowded 
buses and slightly longer commutes. Nine express buses, including 
the No. X49 bus, are slated to be eliminated Sunday An arbitra- 
tor’s ruling Wednesday against the unions means that the cuts — an 
18 percent reduction in bus service and 9 percent for trains— will 
be implemented, barring any developments to erase a $95.6 million 
deficit that remains for 2010, transit officials told the Tribune. 

CTA President Richard Rodriguez said after receiving the 
decision that he is available at any hour to try to prevent the ser- 
vice cuts, the Tribune reported. 

The unions also asked the CTA to postpone the service cuts 
for 30 days, while seeking additional funding from the state and 


federal governments, according to the Tribune. 

If the cuts go through, some commuters will have to make 
changes to their daily routine. 

Tblanda Walker of Garfield Park told RedEye the proposed 
service cuts may force her to trade her CTA pass for car keys. 
Walker, 32, said she takes either the No. 49 or the No. X49 bus to 
Madison Street, where she hops on the No. X20 Madison express 
bus in order to pick up her son. The No. X20 bus is set to be 
eliminated next week. 

“I’m disappointed. It was fairly easy with express buses, envi- 
ronmentally friendly and fast,” Walker said. “{Driving} is certainly 
going to cost me a lot more.” 

Eorty-one bus routes will see their start and/or end times 
change under the proposed changes. Seventy-eight buses and all 
rail lines except for the Tellow Line will see less frequent service. 
About 20 bus routes will see no changes under the CTA plan. 

Kelley Simon of Ukrainian Village said the potential service 
cuts would cost her more time. 

Simon, 27, was riding the No. X49 bus from Chicago Avenue 
to Diversey Avenue on Eriday to get to work. She said if the cuts 
go through she plans to wake up about a half-hour earlier so she 
can catch the No. 49 bus, which likely will be crowded with pas- 
sengers who, like Simon, used to ride the express bus. 

“I don’t really have much of a choice,” said Simon, who worried 
about being late for work. “{Chicago] is one of the biggest cities 
in the country, and they can’t get people to work on time.”

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Governor’s race 
remains a battle

Democrat Dan Hynes on Thursday is expected 
to announce the fate of his campaign against 
Goy. Quinn as political allies privately acknowl- 
edged late Wednesday that a drawn-out recount 
doesn’t appear viable. 

Republicans, however, are gearing up for 
the possibility of a recount as little more than 
400 votes separate state Sens. Bill Brady of 
Bloomington and Kirk Dillard of Hinsdale. 

More than a day after voters delivered two 
of the closest governor primaries in Illinois 
history, the dynamics of the fall campaign for 
the state’s top job remained far from settled. 
Instead of Democrats and Republicans attack- 
ing the other party’s nominee, they found 
themselves dealing with unfinished business 
inside their own camps. 

Hynes vowed to continue fighting when he 
addressed supporters late on election night, 
and to wait until all the Democratic votes were 
counted following a close and often bitter con- 
test against Quinn. 

But Quinn claimed victory, and in the ensu- 
ing hours his lead grew to nearly 8,100 votes— 
an almost insurmountable number for Hynes to 
overcome and a margin that made it difficult 
to press for a recount. Hynes spent Wednesday 
pondering his next move. 


Questions for nominee 

The newly minted Democratic nominee for 
lieutenant governor said Wednesday he 
doesn’t think a 2005 domestic battery arrest 
should hurt him in the fall general election, 
although records in the case raise questions 
about his version of events. 

Scott Lee Cohen, a pawn broker who was 
the surprise winner in the little-publicized 
contest among half a dozen candidates, had 
previously disclosed the arrest. He described it 
Wednesday as an argument with his drunken 
girlfriend and said he didn’t lay a hand on her, 
though she called the police and had him 
taken into custody.

Lottery murder case 
takes another turn 

□ TAMPA Just over a week ago, a friend 
of a missing Florida lottery winner 
approached an acquaintance with a chilling 
request, according to detectives: Dig up the 
body of the dead man in her backyard. 

That woman, Dorice “DeeDee” Moore, 
was charged Tuesday with trying to conceal 
the slaying of the man who disappeared 
after winning millions. On Wednesday, a 
Hillsborough County judge ordered her 
held on $i million bond. 

The dead man, Abraham Shakespeare, 
was last seen in April— more than two 
years after he took a lump-sum payment of 
$17 million on a $30 million jackpot. 

Moore has denied hurting Shakespeare, 
but police say she tried to find someone she 
could pay to take the rap for the 43 -year-old’s 
killing and someone to move his body 
At the same time, she also was taking 
“steps to make it appear that the victim was

still alive,” investigators said in an affidavit 
released after her arrest. She’s charged as an 
accessory after the fact to first-degree mur- 
der. 

So far, no one else has been charged. But 
that could change, officials said Tuesday 

“I won’t say we have identified all of the 
players involved,” said Sheriff David Gee of 
Hillsborough County “We’re going to find 
out everyone that was involved. We’re going 
to seek justice.”

What stayed thesame:The relaxed people-watching vibe that 
Filter prides itself on. Also, the layout’s similar and, yes, the cult- 
favorite sweet potato fries are back.

In the know

Their eats: Antonio Bailey wants you to know “his 
Panama.” And if you give him the pleasure of welcom- 
ing you to his 2-month-old Logan Square BYOB, 
Conoce mi Panama (‘’know my Panama”), he’ll lay it all 
out on the table for you. Literally 
Bailey greets folks who come to his bright little 
storefront spot with a grin and sends everyone off with 
a handshake and warm thanks. When we were there, 
he chatted with a family of four, a map stretched out in 
his hands so they could see his Panama. 

The country’s location between North and South 
America, bordered by both the Caribbean Sea and 
the Pacific Ocean, means it’s surrounded by a medley 
of cultures and cuisines. The food incorporates many 
Caribbean and Central American standards such as 
fried plantains and rice and beans. But what sets it 
apart, Bailey says, is technique. Most everything— 
especially meat— is marinated in spices for several 
days before cooking, so even familiar staples have lay- 
ers of flavor. Spicing, not spicy, is key 
As the only Panamanian restaurant in Chicago, 
Conoce mi Panama has to represent. For distinctly 
Panamanian appetizers, try piping hot corn-dough 
empanadas ($3.25) or carimanolas ($3.25), fritters 
made from yuca that’s ground until silky, stuffed with 


seasoned ground beef and 
fried until crispy Ropa 
vieja ($12) is among the 
heartier entrees; there 
are plenty of vegetarian 
options too. 


Our drinks: The menu 
features a good share of 
fried starches, so we want- 
ed a fresh, vibrant white 
wine to refresh our palates 
after each fried treat with- 
out overwhelming the complex seasonings in the mar- 
inades. Because heavy oak in white wines often has a 
drying effect, we opted for a bottle of 2008 Gramona 
‘Gessami’ ($18.49) from Penedes, a Spanish wine 
region about 45 minutes from Barcelona. The unoaked 
blend (50 percent muscat d’alexandria, 20 percent 
muscat frontignan, 25 percent sauvignon blanc, 5 per- 
cent gewurztraminer) is an aromatic powerhouse with 
juicy peach and pear notes and a clean, dry finish. Its 
sweeter fruit expressions proved the perfect foil to the 
pungent garlic-and-cilantro sauce covering Conoce 
mi Panama’s beautifully browned polio en culantro 
($12.50), a roasted half Cornish hen. 


We also brought a bottle of 2008 Rayun 
Syrah ($8.79), a fuller-bodied, rich red from Chile’s 
Rapel Valley Chile’s cool mountain climate means its 
grapes retain a natural acidity, which becomes impor- 
tant when pairing with dishes that feature tomato- 
based sauces such as ropa vieja. Red wines lacking that 
graceful freshness can feel flat against tangy tomato 
elements. This syrah, with its black cherry, pepper, 
cinnamon and herbal notes, is a perfect match for 
both meaty dishes and savory sides thanks to integrat- 
ed tannins that aren’t aggressive or overly drying.
